Mean time the Venetians are making a con- 
fiderable Addition to their Naval Forces, that they 
may be able to have a Fleet of 24 Men of War and 
26 Gallies in the Adriatick Gulph, befides their 
Coafters, which Fleet is to = that fitting out by 
the Emperor at Triefte and Fiume : This News has 
been fent. by Exprefs from Vienna to Petersburg, 
and is the more acceptable to the we aches Court,

jefty, in Cafe that their common Safety makes a War 


with the Porte neceflary.
